ARCHAEOLOGISTS have 
been called to a building 
site in Woolwich after 
construction workers 
uncovered a dozen ancient 
human skeletons. 

The bones, unearthed on the 
site of the Woolwich Arsenal 
in Warren Lane last week, are 
thought to be between 800 and 
1,000 years old. 

The site is on part of a major 
development area where

Berkeley Homes is creating 
hundreds of new homes 
together with community 
facilities. 

The find is being investigated 
by a team of experts from 
Oxford Archaeology, one 
of the largest and longest 
established archaeology and 
heritage service providers in 


Europe. Working under project 
manager Dan Sykes, they 
are expected to be on site for 
several months recovering the 
ancient bones. 

The site is rich in local 
history In the 1850s it was a 
gasworks, and the remains 
of four former gasometers 
have been found. Isabelle 
Benavides Heritage and 
Interpretation Manager for the 
Royal Borough of Greenwich 
Heritage Trust, said: “There 


used to be streets and houses, 
and the archaeologists have 
been uncovering finds from 
across the centuries, going 
back from the Victorian era.” 

The skeletons’ find is 
the latest discovery by 
construction workers working 
on developments across 
London. Earlier this month 
builders on the massive 
Crossrail project uncovered

James Wolfe, based 
in Greenwich with its 
Centre for Deaf Children 
unveiled its new Royal 
Hill Campus and its Early 
Years extension at nearby 
Randall Place to guests. 

The school's expansion 
project has been running 
since 201 3 and has already 
seen the number of 


pupils attending rise 
significantly. Between now 
and 2020 the expansion 
will see a further rise from 
420 to 840 pupils. 

The school's campus 
building in Royal Hill was 
recently fully refurbished 
and has been in use 
since September 2014.

HISTORICAL: archaeologists examine the site in Woolwich where 
ancient human skeletons have been uncovered 


3,000 human skeletons from a 400-year-old 
burial ground at Liverpool Street Station. 
It was used for victims of the Black Death 
plague and the Great Fire of London. 

Oxford Archaeology is used regularly by 
Berkeley Homes as contractors. Together 
they have organised visits by primary 
school schoolchildren to the Arsenal to 
see some of the finds, including Roman 
coins, post-medieval pots, and Woolwich- 
stamped beer bottles. 

The archaeology team have also 
excavated a massive Iron Age ditch, a 
medieval house, and later factory buildings 
that stood on top of the ditch. 

The Royal Arsenal site occupies an 
area of 76 acres, and is a site of national 
importance for its history, architecture 
and archaeological remains. It has many 
listed buildings ranging widely in date, 
size and architectural style from its 
military heritage.

Conference focus on the young victims of domestic abuse

THE IMPACT of domestic abuse on 
children was top of the agenda at 
a special conference hosted by the 
royal borough and the Her Centre 
last week. 

The event at Woolwich Town Hall last 
Tuesday (March 24) saw speakers, local 
organisations and support networks 
come together to take part in workshops 
and poignant discussions aimed at 
ending domestic abuse in Greenwich. 

The conference, heard from speakers 
who discussed their own stories and 
experiences of domestic abuse suffered 
as children. Those attending also heard 
from local organisations including the 
Her Centre, Housing 4 Women, Victim 
Support and New Leaf about what is 
being done to combat domestic abuse 
and support victims. There was also a 
moving theatre workshop by the Little 
Fish Theatre, exploring the affect 
domestic abuse has on children. 

Her Centre director Stacy Smith told 
GT: “The Her Centre work closely with 
the council, police, health and other 
voluntary sector services to coordinate 
how we can best help families to limit 
the damage that domestic abuse has on 
children who witness abuse. The royal 
borough of Greenwich works with our 
domestic abuse service user group to 
support both victim and her children. We 
hope the conference raised awareness of 
what we can do through joint working 


and listening to children’s concerns.” 

Claire Wheeler a speaker at last week’s 
conference told GT: “As a former child 
and adult victim of DV I found the 
conference to be inspiring, innovative 
and informative. The HER Centre not 
only saved my life they also changed it.” 

The royal borough works with the 
police, health service and local support 
groups to provide help and support 
for those in need as part of the Royal 


Greenwich Campaign against Domestic 
Abuse launched last year. It includes the 
Domestic Violence Intervention Team 
(DVIT) a specialist police team based at 
Plumstead Police Station and funded by 
the royal borough.

Father jailed 18 years 
for attempted murder 

A FATHER of three who at Woolwich Crown Court last 


left his ex-partner seriously 
injured after a violent 
assault in Plumstead has 
been jailed for 18 years, 
subject to a hospital order. 

John Webster, 44, was sentenced 


Tuesday (March 25) after having 
previously been found guilty 
of attempted murder. The case 
was brought to court following 
an investigation by the council 
funded Domestic Violence 
Intervention Police Team. 


Webster launched a frenzied 
attack with a kitchen knife and 
kicked the woman in the head 
and face. He pleaded not guilty 
to attempted murder but was 
found guilty by a jury. 

Investigating officer DC 
Anna Brown, from Greenwich 
CID said: “Webster launched 
a vicious attack against his 
victim, leaving the mother of 
his children for dead. I hope 
that Webster will take the time 


behind bars to think about his 
actions and how they impacted 
on his family.” 

A Section 45a hospital order 
deems that the convicted 
person will be treated in 
hospital as long as two doctors 
are satisfied that he is suffering 
from a mental disorder. 
When treatment is no longer 
necessary, the patient will be 
taken to prison to serve out the 
remainder of the sentence.

Poly and primary 
schools working 
together to boost 
maths skills

A PIONEERING partnership 
between primary and secondary 
schools in the Thamesmead area is 
helping to boost maths teaching, 
with high-performing schools 
in Shanghai and in Greenwich 
exchanging ideas and experience 
on the most successful teaching 
methods. 

Greenwich’s primary schools already 
perform well above the national 
average in maths. Now local schools 
including Windrush and Hawksmoor 
primary schools have teamed up with 
Woolwich Poly secondary in a unique 
initiative to boost maths teaching for 
children and teenagers of all ages. 

The programme, backed by £11 million 
from the Department for Education, 
places schools and colleges in the driving 
seat to make improvements concentrating 
on just one subject - maths. 

The partnership is part of a network of 
school-based centres, or hubs, designed to 
improve maths education. The aim is to 
help teachers improve the effectiveness 
of maths lessons in both primary and 
secondary schools. The project includes 
an exchange of teachers between schools 
in the hub and schools in China. 

The Maths Hub covers Royal Greenwich 
as well as the neighbouring boroughs 
of Bexley, Bromley, Lewisham and 
Southwark. 

It is also enabling Woolwich Poly to step 
into the national limelight, as the first 
secondary school in the county to offer 
university degree-level courses in maths. 

Karen Norman, Hawksmoor deputy 
head, said: “The two English-speaking 
Shanghai teachers who just spent three 
weeks here are specialist maths teachers. 
They gave two one-hour lessons every day 
to children in Years 3 and 5. It was very 
different for the children because the 
Chinese teachers taught the whole class 
of 30 together rather than splitting them 
into groups. 

“The teachers encouraged the children 
to talk about what they were learning, and 
the children enjoyed being told that they 
were very special and privileged to be part 
of a research project. The challenge for 
us now is to take a look at what we saw 
and use the best bits. All our 25 teachers 
sat in on lessons, as well as students 
from Greenwich University. It was a very 
successful event.” 

Woolwich Poly will be offering students 
the chance to study for a Maths Degree 
(BSc) with QTS (qualified teacher status)

from this September. 

Poly co-headteacher Tim Plumb said: 
“We have long been a centre of excellence 
for mathematics education and it is a 
logical step that we look for ideas from 
around the world to bring the very best 
classroom practice to our students. The 
links with Shanghai are already proving 
fruitful. Being the very first school in 
the country to offer a maths degree is 
incredibly exciting and is a reflection on 
the exceptionally talented staff in our 
maths department.

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MORE than 1,300 people have helped win 
£122,000 to transform the Thames Path in 
Thamesmead so it can join up with Deptford in 
the west of the borough. 

They voted for the scheme in a competition run 
by the London Mayor, who has a pot of nearly 
£1 million to fund popular green community 
projects. The Thames Path was one of seven to 
get enough votes to win a share of the cash. 

The news means that the entire river route 
through the borough can now be opened 
up, making it a mecca for walkers, cyclists, 
commuters and visitors, against a backdrop of 
stunning views. 

The western end of the route was given a boost 
recently when an innovative swing bridge 
was opened across Deptford Creek, the first of 
its kind in London. It means anyone on foot - 
including mums with buggies - will be able 
to carry on along the riverside without having 
go inland via Creek Road to cross the Thames 
tributary. 

The council joined Peabody Housing and 
transport charity Sustrans to promote the 
project. The aim is to make it a bustling, popular 
and safe walking route linking Thamesmead and 
Woolwich, where local people can get transport 
connections into London.

Update for Barnfield 


WORK is well underway on a 
multi-million pound upgrade for 
Woolwich’s Barnfield Estate. 

The two-year project will bring major 
improvements for the 570 homes and 
communal areas. They include fitting 
insulation and replacing or upgrading 
roofs and windows to make homes 
warmer, help prevent damp and deliver 
savings on fuels bills. 

The council is using its new ‘whole 
house’ way of working so that all upgrade 
work is carried out on each home at the 
same time, meaning fewer repeat visits 
and less disruption for residents. It is 
called the Greenwich Homes Standard, 
which builds on the work that used to 
be delivered under the Decent Homes 
Programme, which updated 22,000 
council homes. 

Work already carried out at Barnfield 
includes fitting new fire-rated doors, 
new boilers and heating for tenants, new 
kitchens and rewiring where needed. 
The next stage will be external wall 
cladding, upgrades to windows and roofs, 
better communal lighting, new lifts, and 
replacement bathrooms. 

Also in the pipeline are entryphone 
systems and new flooring for the 
communal areas, which will also be 
decorated. The refuse chutes will be 
replaced by new bin stores to provide 
up-to-date recycling facilities. The 
external work is due to be finished by 
June next year. 

Jan Peters, secretary of The Friends 
of Barnfield, said: “These plans are 
great news. Some of the estate dates 



back to 1953 and 1955, and then the 1960s 
and 1970s, and most of it needs a major 
overhaul.” 

Residents have the opportunity to talk 
to the contractor and the council at 
consultation sessions. The contractor’s 
resident liaison officers are on site full- 
time, walking around and door knocking. 
Residents are encouraged to visit the 
site office if they have any queries or 
concerns. 

There are monthly newsletter updates 
and notices are posted in hallways and at 
the Hub, where coffee mornings are held 
every Tuesday between 10am and noon.

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V ISITORS literally splashed 
out when they went to the 
opening of the new rainwater 
capture system and dipping pond at 
Woodlands Farm. 

They celebrated the grand opening 
of a new irrigation system on March 
20. 

The once dry and unsupportable 
pond has been transformed into a 
wildlife haven that will provide a 
hands-on way for people to connect 
with the natural world. 

Visitors to the event saw first-hand 
the new, environmentally friendly 
way to capture rainwater to support 
the farm’s improved pond. 

Over a year in the planning, work 
kicked off in October 2014 to clear 
the site, install a new liner, and 
refill the pond. Pond-friendly plants 
are being reinstated to support the 
wildlife, with pond dipping sessions 


now underway. 

The project has been supported 
by the HSBC bank through a 
donation of over £9,000 from the 
bank’s Supporting our Community 
local project funding, together with 
volunteering by HSBC employees. 

Hannah Forshaw, Woodlands Farm 
education officer told GT: “For 
several years our dipping pond had 
a hole in the liner and pond dipping 
with school groups had become very 
difficult. The donation from HSBC 
is fantastic as it has allowed us to 
rebuild and improve the pond. 

“We now have a wonderful 
educational resource where children 
can learn not only about pond life, 
but can see water saving measures 
in place with the rain water capture 
system. Our first school groups tried 
the pond out last week and we even 
caught a newt!”

A community orchard is 
branching out thanks to fruit- 
loving residents determined 
to make their estate a more 
pleasant place to live. 

An orchard planted two 
years ago has more than 
doubled in size thanks to hard 
work of people living on the 
Orchard Estate, at the foot of 
Ellison House on Lewisham 
Road, Greenwich. 

The tenants' and residents' 
association already had 
a 10-tree orchard, which 
they planted on unused 
community space and 
maintain themselves. But 
now, a second plot has been 
planted with another 14 
fruit trees, including apples, 
apricots, nectarines, cherries, 
pears and mulberries. 

Around 20 residents got 
together and rolled their 
sleeves up for a day's planting. 
They were supported by

Eight years ago, Blackheath Halls’ 
community engagement manager, 
Rose Ballantyne, had a marvellous 
vision; opera by the people, for the 
people and to the people, to misquote 
Abe Lincoln at Gettysburg. 

The success of the inaugural 
community opera - Bizet’s lyrical 
and passionate Carmen - inspired 
the Halls to go one step further, a 
community opera for children. 

The opportunity of working with 
world-famous professionals is truly 
imaginative and inspiring. Edward 
Gardner OBE, the Halls’ Opera Patron 
was unequivocal in his praise of the 
venture: “It’s a rare opportunity to 
join in large scale music-making, 
which will help nurture a passion for 
music.” 

The idea took off back in 2013 with 
Noye’s Fludde, by Benjamin Britten.

Some pieces were direct copies - in fact 
so close was I to attempting to 'spot the 
difference' on several occasions - while others 
were variations, some even innovations of 
the original work somehow trying to improve 
upon the original in some way. There were 
works that are easily understood and some 
that raise the question 'should this piece be 
here'? 

I found the exhibition fascinating- where 
you were there to view a concept and not 
just a latest showcase. The artists were set a 
challenge and the viewer was too.

The Trust is a registered 
charity which aims to nurture young 
athletes. Next month it announces its 
next round of funding and support for 
aspiring and established athletes in the 
royal borough. 

Another Starting Blocks stablemate is 
15-year-old hopeful, Sabrina Sinha, who 
has just won her third English Schools 
Cross Country title. Athletics Weekly 
magazine marked the event by putting 
her on the front cover. “I’m so honoured 
to be in the company of my heroes, Mo 
Farah and Jessica (Judd) and Dina (Asha 
Smith),” she tells GT. But rather than 
rest up at the end of the season, she’s 
competing in April in her fifth mini 
marathon. “There’s no pressure to win so 
I am going to enjoy it and we’ll see how I 
do on the day.” 

Divine is similarly sanguine about 
predicting performance. With one throw 
remaining at the English School Finals, 
Divine was really lagging the field.
